On May 1, 2006, Atmos Energy Corporation ("Atmos") filed its final report on its 

gas cost hedging program for the 2005-2006 heating season and a request to conduct a 

hedging program for the 2006-2007 heating season. After reviewing the application and 

being otherwise sufficiently advised, the Commission finds that further proceedings are 

required and that a procedural schedule should be established. The procedural 

schedule established herein may be modified or supplemented at a later date.

All responses shall include the name of the person responsible for responding 

to questions related to the information, with copies to all parties of record and 6 copies 

to the Commission. 



3. Motions for extensions of time with respect to the schedule herein shall be 

made in writing and will be granted only upon a showing of good cause. 

4. Nothing contained herein shall prevent the Commission form entering 

further Orders in this matter.
